In Past Decade 





“Brazil’s importance to the for- 
eign trade of the United States is 
increasingly vital,” the Chemical 
Bank and Trust Company of New 
York declares in a special bulletin 
on Brazil published last month. 

The bulletin is mostly a report 
on Brazilian economic and finan- 
cial conditions through last year, 
with some reference to 1951 devel- 
opments. 

“The extraordinary demand for 
Brazilian export products con- 
tinues,” the Bank’s report de- 
clares, noting that export sales 
have enabled Brazil to pay off its 
collection backlog. 


Exchange Position Good 


“The exchange position is not 
expected to deterioriate during 
1951,” it adds, “as export prices 
remain high and demand for stra- 
tegic materials available in Brazil 
has greatly increased.” 

Noting that inflation is still a 
major Brazilian problem, the Bank 
commented that the first measures 
of the administration of President 
Getulio Vargas, “directed toward 
a balanced budget, are encour- 
aging; and foreign capital invest- 
ments continue.” 


Notes Expansion 

Brazil’s economic development, 
it said, “‘has been enlarged and di- 
versified to a highly significant 
degree during the past decade.” 

It noted that “public as well as 
private efforts aimed at remedying 
basic factors of imbalance” such

Economic Review Notes 
Local Prices Decline 
As Imports Hold 


The 
prices which began in the second 


mild deflation in world 
quarter of this year has affected 
Brazil’s exports a bit more than 
its imports, according to a survey 
by Conjuntura Econémica, lead- 
ing Brazilian economic review. 

The publication said that while 
the price index for Brazilian ex- 
ports had declined some 12 points 
between April and June, the index 
for imported products had ac- 
tually risen some 7.5 points in the 
same period. 


“Our wholesale price index,” 


the review said, “went up con- 
tinually for 13 months straight, 
then dropped in June and went 


back to the February level. 


Drop in 2nd Quarter 
“In the second quarter, prices 
and ex- 
ported rising, 
with many dropping over the past

Rolled steel output at Volta Re- 
donda, Brazil’s national steel mills, 
increased by nearly 20 percent for 
the first six months of 1951 over 
the like 1950 period.

Sharpest increase was in output 
of thin hot-rolled steel plates, a 
product in critical demand in Bra- 
zil. Production of these plates 
reached 25,945 metric tons, up by 
11,148 from production in the like 
1950 period, or more than 75 per- 
cent.

Rockefeller, Friele and 
Love Report on New 
Underwriting Co. 





Before returning to the United 
States from their recent Brazilian 
trip, U.S. businessmen David 
Rockefeller, Berent Friele and 
Edward L. Love said that a basis 
has been laid for setting up a 
joint Brazil-U.S. underwriting 
and investment firm in Brazil. 

They said that the principal 
operations of the company, in 
which four Brazilian banks, one 
U.S. bank and the International 
Basic Economy Corp. are _ par- 
ticipants, will be “the underwrit- 
ing and distribution of bonds and 
the investment of capital.” 


No Business Loans 


They added that the firm will 
not accept deposits or deal in com- 
mercial loans. The banks involved 
are Chase Bank, Banco do Comér- 
Industria de Sao Paulo, 
Boavista, Banco Moreira 
and Banco Portugues do

Initial capital will be around 
50 million cruzeiros, equivalent to 
about $2,700,000, of which Chase 
and IBEC will supply 26 million 


cruzeiros and each of the Bra- 
zilian banks about four million. 


Another eight million cruzeiros or 
so will be open for subscription by 
miscellaneous Brazilian investing 
groups. 

Offices of the company, whose 
name was not given in the Rio 
interview, will be in both Rio de 
Janeiro and Sao Paulo, with the 
Rio office opening first. 





Picric Acid Can 
Now Be Imported 





Brazilian importers can bring 
in picric acid in amounts equal to 
about one-half their average im- 
ports from 1946 through 1949, the 
Export-Import Department of 
the Bank of Brazil has ruled. 

Picric acid has been short in 
Brazil as there is only one pro- 
ducer in the country, who is un- 
able to meet growing market de- 
mand. 


Brazil’s Coastwise Freight Gains Slowly 





Volume Is up 174,000 Tons in Year; 


Value Rises by One Billion Cruzieros 





Coastwise shipping in Brazil, 
while growing slowly, has not 
done so at the rate needed by 
Brazil’s expanding economy, fig- 
ures from the Statistics Service 
of the Ministry of Finance dis- 
close. 

Some 4,190,000 metric tons of 
goods were shipped coastwise in 
1950, against 4,016,000 in 1949, 
a gain of only around 174,000 
tons. R 

Value was some 1,435,000,000 
cruzeiros greater, rising from 19,- 
447,000,000 to 20,882,000,000, but 
this also, in part, reflected an in- 
crease in prices, especially in the 
late months of last year. 

Coastwise imports were espe- 
cially important for the Federal 
District, which received 1,532,000 
metric tons, for Sao Paulo with 
807,000, and for Rio Grande do 
Sul with 420,000. Fourth in re- 
ceipt of coastwise goods was Per- 
nambuco, 281,000 tons, and Bahia 
was fifth with 219,000. 


Coal Shipments Heavy 

Main exporting state in the 
coastwise trade was Santa Cata- 
rina, which shipped some 857,000 
metric tons, mostly coal. Rio 
Grande do Sul shipped 605,000 
tons coastwise, including coal, 
wheat and farm produce. 


Rio Grande do Norte also 
shipped a fairly large amount 
coastwise, some 527,000 tons, 


mostly salt, and the Federal Dis- 
trict, a distributing center, shipped 
about 470,000. Pernambuco sugar 
shipments coastwise accounted for 
most of that state’s 451,000 tons, 
while the 257,000 tons shipped 
coastwise by Sao Paulo included 
a fair amount of manufactured 


goods. 
The figures emphasized the 
fact that states such as Rio 


Grande do Sul, Santa Catarina 
and Rio Grande do Norte ship 
much more coastwise than they 
get in by the same means, while 
the Federal District, Sao Paulo 
and Bahia tend to receive much 
/more.

Regional Variation 


In general, most of Brazil’s 
North received more goods coast- 
wise than it shipped, in the 
Northeast, the same was true ex- 
cept for Rio Grande do Norte, 
Paraiba and Alagoas; in the 
East, Espirto Santo and the Fed- 
eral District shipped out more 
than they took in coastwise; in 
the South, more was_ shipped 
out; and in the “middle west” 
zone most states received more 
goods than they shipped. 

By product, the most valuable 
coastwise shipments were cotton 
cloth, which last year was valued 
at 2,012 million cruzeiros. Sugar 
shipments were valued at 1,548 
million, and raw cotton was 
worth 1,191 million cruzeiros. 

Fourth product in coastwise 
trade was dried beef, valued at 
791 million cruzeiros; next was 
rubber, 704 million, then bever- 


ages, 568 million and rice, 567 
million cruzeiros.

COFFEE-BORER CUTS CROP 

Ravages by the coffee-borer, the 
“broca” insect pest, have cut cof- 
fee crops in Sao Paulo by some 15 
percent and by 10 percent in Es- 
pirito Santo, the Coffee Economy 
Division of the Ministry of Fi- 
nance reports. Airplane dusting of 
insecticides has been used widely, 
but areas where dusting was put 
off became sources of new infec- 
tion. 





Paraiba Basin 
Plan is Pushed 





Special Commission Will 
Study Development of 
Big River Valley 





A special commission has been 
set up by Brazil to carry out plans 
for development of the Paraiba 
River basin, which occupies 57,000 
square kilometers in the states of 
Rio de Janeiro, Sao Paulo and 
Minas Gerais. 

Plans were drawn up last 
month at a meeting attended by 
Brazil’s ministers of Transport 
and Agriculture, the governors of 
the states of Rio de Janeiro, Minas 
Gerais and Sao Paulo, and the 
presidents of the National Pet- 
roleum Council and the Electric 
Power Council. 


Industry Flows In 


Impetus for development of the 
Paraiba Valley comes from the 
flow of new industry to the area, 
which, as it expands, requires 
much better facilities in transpor- 
tation and power. 

The plans call for improvement 
and expansion of highway and 
railway networks and of ports, 


establishment of power plants, 
and government-aided develop- 
ment of oil-shale beds in the 


Taubaté region which could yield 
10,000 barrels of petroleum a day. 





Brazilian Rayon 
Industry Spurts 


Brazil’s rayon industry, which 
started weakly in Sao Paulo only 
15 years ago, last year produced 
44,525,000 pounds of long yarn, 
nearly 13 times as much as its 
first year’s output. 

This year, according to late 
estimates, production will come to 
more than 63 million pounds, 
while by 1952 it is reckoned that 
Brazilian rayon production will 
reach above 84 million. 

Last year’s output was 11,500,- 
000 pounds above 1949 production, 
while rayon output that year was 
more than 7 million pounds more 
than in 1948. 
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Lemon Balm Is 
Found in Bahia 


‘Erva Cidreira’ Discussed 
In Report by Exchange 
Board in State 


The Monthly Bulletin of the 
Bahia Commodities Exchange re- 
ports that there is an abundant 
growth in parts of that state of 
a source of lemon oil which has 
great potential value on the mar- 
ket. 

The plant, “erva cid- 
reira” locally, is a shrub which 
looks something like a wild and 
stunted coffee tree.

All parts of it have a strong 
smell like lemon balm. Its leaves 
yield around one and a half per- 
cent of oil, according to a survey 
by Thomas Peckold, German phar- 
macist. 

The Monthly Bulletin said that 
the lemon shrub grows “abun- 
dantly in all parts of the state, 
in areas of the 
Sao Francisco,” and that it so 
far has left entirely 
touched by industry.

Brazilian Insects Battle Hawaiian 
Pests in Entomological Aid Plan 





Brazilian insects are coming to 
the rescue of Hawaiian fruit- 
growers, plagued by a Japanese 
insect invader which is ruining 
Hawaian mango, and 
guava groves. 

The Brazilian insect, termed 
“anostropha” in a Rio report, is 
described as something like a big 
Wasp and related to 
Hawaii’s Japanese invader. 

It lays eggs in the fruit by 
means of a sort of “egg needle” 
which penetrates almost to the 
heart of soft skinned mangos and 
avocados. 

When hatches, the

left. 

The Brazilian insect, how- 
ever, hasn’t been pestering fruit- 
growers much in recent years be- 
cause a littler bug is on his back 
to bite him, and the hope of the 
Hawaiians is that these parasites, 
deadly to the “anostropha,” will 
accompany the Brazilian insects 
on their visit and start biting the 
Japanese imports. 

Dr. Donald W. Clancy, of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
rounded up the “anostropha” dur- 
ing a recent six-weeks stay in| 
Brazil, helped by Dr. Jalmiro 
of Brazil’s Department of Agri- 
culture.

Is Only One Except 
For U.S. With a 
Sales Surplus 





Brazil was the seventh largest 
exporting nation in the world last 
year, according to data contained 
in the United Nations publication, 
“Direction of International Trade.” 

Moreover, the publication dis- 
closed, Brazil was the only one of 
the seven leaders, except for the 
United States, which had a fe- 
vorable trade balance as a result 
of its export sales.

The six countries ahead of Bra- 
zil in export sales were the United 
States, the United Kingdom, 
France, Canada, Belgium-Luxen- 
burg, and Germany. 

These countries, except the 
U. S., had unfavorable balances 
varying from nearly a billion dol- 
lars in the case of Western Ger- 
many to almost an even level by 
France. Brazil, however, had a 
favorable balance of 249 million 
dollars.
